Matsudaira, for Tokio, Tells 
of Orders Ending Hostili- 
ties; Expects Hands Off 
of Manchurian Issue for 
Present.

GENEVA, March 3.—Fifty of 55 
member states of the League of 
Nations met today to consider the 
Chinese-Japanese conflict in an 
extraordinary session of the League 


Assembly, and heard statements by 
a representative of each nation. 

China called the meeting under 
an article of the League covenant 
by which the Powers undertake to 
apply economic sanctions in con- 
flicts such as that in China. She 
resorted to that last appeal only 
after the League of Nations Coun- 
cil had failed to end the fighting 
at Shanghai. The Council is com- 
posed of 12 member states and is 
dominated by the great Powers. 
The Assembly isa committee of the 
whole, in which the small countries 
have equal voice with the large. 

After a brief morning _ session, 
devoted to organization, in which 
Paul Hymans, Belgian Foreign 
Minister, was chosen president and 
eight other delegates vice ~presi- 
dents, there was an adjournment 
until the afternoon. 

At the afternoon session  state- 
ments were made by Dr. W. W. 
Yen for China and Tsuneo Matsu- 
dairo for Japan. A Chinese print- 
ed statement carried a map of 
Manchuria and one by the Japa- 
nese a map of Shanghai. 

Declaration to Assembly. 

Yen’s declaration before the As- 
sembly followed closely along the 
lines of a note to Secretary-Gen- 
eral Drummond and he asserted 
that China’s only alternative in the 
present situation was “further re- 
sistance to Japanese attacks.’ 

Yen gave the Assembly what he 
said were full details of military 
operations in the Shanghai area 
during the past 48 hours—opera- 
tions which resulted in substantia! 
gains by the Japanese while, he 
added, peace parleys were going on. 

Speaking in perfect English, Dr. 
Yen appealed for execution of the 
terms of the League covenant in 
defense of China’s political inde- 
pendence and territorial integrity 
“acainst Japanese agegression.”’ 

“We ask.” he said, “that you 
recognize that the covenant has 
been broken. We ask you to de- 
clare that there is in Manchuria. 
Shanghai and ‘other parts of China. 
a terrible state of affairs for which 
my country bears no shadow of re- 
sponsibility. 

“When the Assembly has made 
this declaration, it will have begun 
to mobilize the moral forces by 
which we still believe this conflict 
may be solved and ended.” 

Japanese Statement. 

Matsudaira for Japan informed 
the Assembly that the Japanese 
forces at Shanghai had been or- 
dered to halt their advdnce and 
cease all fighting provided there 
was no further hostile action by 
the Chinese. He said he thought 
this special Assembly was unneces- 
sary, and that, as soon as a guar- 
antee for the protection of Japa- 
nese residents in the Shanghai area 
was found, the trouble in that re- 
gion would end. 

He went over the developments 
leading up to the Shanghai cam- 
paign, charging the Chinese with 
having taken the offensive in the 
beginning, and he made it clear 
that he expected the Assembly to 
keep its hands off the Manchurian 
issue until the League Commission 
now in the East could report. 

“It, would be unwise,” he said, 
“to reopen discussion of the Man- 
churian question, which has been 
fully looked after and an which 
there fs no danger of rupture in 
sight. Such course would only 
cause confusion and would be harm- 
ful to the settlement of this ques- 
tion.” 

After his speech the Assembly 
adjourned, to reconvene tomorrow

WASHINGTON, March 3.—A 
Senate bill to release 40,000,000 
bushels of Farm Board wheat for 
relief purposes was approved today 
by the House. It now goes to con- 
ference to reconcile differences be- 
tween the branches. 

The Red Cross was named as the 
distributing agency for the wheat. 
In addition to food for human be- 
ings, it also may be used for live- 
stock in the drouth and grasshop- 
per stricken areas of the north- 
west. 

As passed by the House, indorsed 
by beth Democfatic and Republi- 
can leaders, the bill combines fea- 
tures of two measures passed by 
the Senate—the Capper resolution 
to distribute 40,000,000 bushels for 
feeding the unemployed and the 
Norbeck resolution releasing 5,000,- 
000 bushels for livestock. 

Meanwhile, 
the Farm Board told newspaper 
men it was “utterly unfair” to take 
the wheat from the board without 


reimbursement. He contended 
$500,000,000 had been given 
the board to help agriculture 


and that “it is an extremely bad 
principle to use it for relief pur- 
poses.”’ 

“Under ordinary conditions I 
would not support such a meas- 
ure,” Chairman Pow of the Rules 
Committee said. “But we are con- 
fronted by unparalleled conditions 
throughout the country. 

“We have an abundance of food 
yet we have hunger. It needs no 
apology for the Government to ex- 
ert itself to relieve distress the best 
it can. 

“We must see to it that men. 
women and children should not go 
hungry. Perhaps there will be 
other measures the Congress may 
be called upon to consider.” 

Representative Fish (Rep.), New 
York, said, “It is the first mea- 
sure to relieve distress that has be 
brought before this House by 
Democratic leadership. This bill 
alone will afford relief to millions 
of people without the cost of one 
additional cent to the taxpayers.” 

The Farm Board must pay off 
primary loans of 32 cents a bushel 
against the wheat before it is given 
to the Red Cross. If the entire 
40,000,000 bushels is used, the 
board’s treasury will be further re- 
duced by about $14,000,000, leaving 
a working balance of only $35.006,- 
000 remaining in ‘unencumbered 
funds out of the ‘$600,000,000..

There have been repeated deniais 
that any negotiations were in prog- 
ress with the kidnaper or kidnap- 
ers who stole the sleeping child 
Tuesday night from its crib in the 
second-floor nursery of the Lind- 
bergh home. The estate is five miles 
from Hopewell, back in the Sour- 
land Hill country. 

Second Ransom 

A second letter demanding $59,- 
000 ransom for the return of 
Charles Augustus Lindbergh JMJr., 
20 months old, was made public 
by police authorities stationed at 
the Lindbergh home today. The 
letter, received by the child's fa- 
ther, Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, 
was postmarked New York and un- 
signed. ' 

Handwriting experts bgean a 
comparison of the note with that 
found pinned to the window of the 
nursery after the baby was taken.

They did not 
bother the girl. . 

Anna May said James struggied 
loose once before the men finally 
got him in their automobile, a 
small coupe of light tan color. 

Hearing the screams. of the 
frightened youngsters, Mrs. H. L. 
Woodward rushed to their aid 
from her home nearby, but arrived 
too late. She gave police the li- 
cense number of the automobile, 
but they said the tags, which had 
been stolen Jan. 18, were probably 
discarded soon after the flight be- 
gan, and that the kidnapers also 
probably changed automobiles.

Time of Kidnaping. 
Gov. Moore said that police had 
narrowed the period during which 
the baby was kidnaped to between 
$:30 and 9:15 p. m. . 
Col. Lindbergh came home at 
8:30 o’clock, using the same road 
the kidnapers must have used. 
There was no car in the road at 
that time. At 9:15 he went to his 
desk, which-is under the nursery, 
and if the ladder had been raised 
while he was there he would have 
seen it.

Col. Lindbergh and his wife, the 
former Anne Morrow, have made it 
clear that their interest was solely 
with their stolen child and was not 
concerned with the capture and 
punishment of the kidnapers. Col. 
Lindbergh maintained silence last 
night, leaving all announcements 
to the State police and the Gover- 
nor’s office at Trenton. 

It was quite clear, in statements 
made by those in close touch with 
him, that Col, Lindbergh is ready | 
and eager to negotiate for the 
baby’s return and to meet the kid- 
napers’ ransom demands.

Drifting Back After Swarming Into Interna-

SHANGHAI, March 3.—Groups 

of timorous former residents of 


ruined Chapei drifted back into the 
city late today after the fighting 
was-over and probed cautiously 
into piles of debris that once had 
been their homes. 

Slowly at first, then more rapidly, 
as they gained confidence that the 
patrolling Japanese bluejackets no 
longer threatened harm to them, 
the refugees straggled into the city 
that once was the most populous 
native quarter of Shanghai. 

Many of them could not even 
find the streets they formerly Ooc- 
cupied, to say nothing of the places 
where their homes used to be, They 
stood stunned by the destruction.. 

Cautiously they walked past the 
bluejacket patrols and seemed 
much gurprised that no shots or 
challenges greeted them, in strik- 
ing contrast to the first few days 
of the Chapei terror, when most of 
them were driven out. 

Locating Wrecked Homes. 

Here and there « group located 
a wreckage heap that seemed fa- 
miliar and permission was asked 
timorously of the Japanese to ex- 
plore the rubbish. Most of them 
received an indifferent grunt for a 
reply. 

A few of the Chinese were sight- 
seers who stood gaping at the scene. 
Some children, fascinated by the 
bluejackets’ uniforms, tried to fra- 
ternize with them, but the guards 
maintained a stolid aloofness, ever 
vigilant for snipers or other sur- 
prises. 

Fires continued to burn here and 
there, consuming the last vestiges 
of inflammable material in the city. 
Earlier hundreds of Chinese civil- 


ians swarmed into the International 
Settlement from Chapei. The bridge 
approaches were crowded with 
refugees. At the Markham Road 
entrance, whith is guarded by 

American Marines, at least 200) 
Chinese women and children rushed 
against the barbed wire barricades 
at the bridge head when the Japa- 
nese bluejackets made their first 
appearance along the opposite

One by one the refugees were ad- 
mitted into the Settlement, but the 
jam became so serious it was neces- 
sary to summon 4 truck equipped 
with machine guns, This restored 
order. 

Many Chinese families had re- 
fused to budge from their homes in 
Chapei, in spite of the Japanese 
occupation, and many storekeepers 
carried on business as usual in the 
ruined city, Later when it became 
evident to the refugees in the Set- 
tlement that their fellows who re- 
mained in Chapel were not mo- 
lested by the bluejackets, many of 
the refugees sought to return again 
across the creek. 

Shipping Is Disrupted, 

The Japanese -advance into 
Chapei apparently was éntirely un- 
opposed. Not a sniper’s shot was 
heard, 

Shipping in and out of Shanghai 
was disrupted throughout the day 
by the Japanese naval activity at 
the mouth of the Whangpoo. Pas- 
sengers for foreign ports were 
forced to postpone sailing when the 
outgoing ships were held up. A 
number of incoming steamers were 
forced to remain off the mouth of 
the river. The steamers were per- 
mitted to move as usual again this

TOWN, LETTER SAYS

BOSTON, March 3.—Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh's infant son was re- 
ported, in a letter mailed by a 
woman in Boston today, to be held 
captive in a small New Jersey 
town. 

The letter gave the name of the 
place as *“‘Provincetown, N. J.,”’ but 
the police interpreted this as refer- 
ring to Provinceline, not far from 
Princeton, The police and postal 
officials said the tip appeared to 
be the best clew in the case thus 
far, and, basing their judgment on 
their experience in such matters, 
said they believed it to be genuine. 

After examination of the letter. 
j which had been taken from the 
mails by authorization of Col. Lin4d- 
bergh, the missive was returned to 
the postoffice and once more start- 
ed on its way. 

The letter read in part as fol- 
lows: 

“Dear Col. Lindbergh: 

“I don’t want to say how this 
information came into my posses- 
sion. I urge you to act on it, 
though. I know that your son is 
held by two men and a woman.” 

The letter ended: “I received 
this information for a long - dis- 
tance.’’ 

The letter was opened by Super- 
intendent of Police Michael H. 
Crowley in the presence of postal 
officials, It bore an airmail stamp. 
On the envelope was a typewritten 
notice which read: “Please spare 
no effort to have this message con- 
cerning Col. Lindberg’s son rushed 
with all speed possible.

LEGISLATIVE WITNESS UPHELD 
IN REFUSAL TO GO TO JAIL 


New York Opinion: by Judge Car- 
dozo, However, Points Out Proper 
Steps to Imprison State Senator.

ALBANY, N. Y., March 3.—State 


Senator John A. Hastings, Brook- 
lyn Democrat, today won a tempo- 
rary victory in his attempt to avoid 
serving a 30-day jail sentence for 
his failure to heed a subpena to 
testify before the legislative com- 
mittee investigating New York 
City graft. The Court of Appeals 
freed Hastings of the necessity of 
serving the jail term, but pointed 
out the steps that might be legally 
taken to imprison him. 

‘The sentence of tmprisonmen:t 
at this stage of the inquiry must be 
held to be premature, and thus il- 
legally imposed,” said the Court. 
“Whether imprisonment will be- 
come necessary hereafter the se- 
quel will decide.”’ 

An opinion written by Chief 
Judge Benjamin N. Cardozo held 
that the method by which Hastings 
was sentenced was wrong. The de- 
cision pointed out that Hastings, 
being only in contempt of the Leg- 
islature, the judiciary had no right 
to punish him.

York’s Baumes law was praised 
by the presiding Justice yesterday 
in sentencing a fourth offender to 
life imprisonment following his 
conviction of kidnaping for ran- 
som. : 
Leon Golden, 51 years old, of 
New York, drew the drastic sen- 
tence from Judge Charles C. Nott 
Jr.. in General Sessions Court. 
Golden was convicted of being 
one of four men who kidnaped Sid-

“TIT fully concurred with the 
jury’s decision in this case,” Judge 
Nott said in imposing sentence.

RECEIVER ASKED FOR ‘JUDGE’ 


Petitioner Says Magazine Publish- 
ers’ Tdabilities Are $500,000. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 3.—A peti- 
tion for appointment of an equity 
receiver for the Judge Publishing 
Co., publishers of the weekly com- 
ic magazine Judge, was filed in 
Federal Court yesterday in behalf 
of Fred L. Rogan of Montclair, 
N. J. Rogan states that $16,994 
is due him for services rendered. 
His petition was consented to by 
Hans A. Obst, treasurer for the de- 
fendant corporation. 

The petition sets forth that out- 
standing notes, accounts payable 
and other indebtedness bring the 
company’s liabilities to $500,000 
and that, although assets are 
worth more than that sum, the 
concern lacks cash and liquid as- 
sets with which to meet current 
liabilities.

During the last five years St. 
Louis has become one of the most 
important ports in the country for 
the importation and distribution of 
fruits and winter veg@tables, ac- 
cording to Collector of Customs 
Louis M, Hall. 

Most of the produce which re- 
places canned goods during winter 


months comes from Mexico, Hall 
said, although substantial quanti- 
ties of fruit are imported from the 
Isle of Pines near Cuba. 

The principal imports of fresh 
frufts and vegetables are peas and 
tomatoes from. the West Coast of 
Mexico, grape fruit from the lower 
Rio Grande Valley in Mexico and 
from the Isle of Pines, pineapples 
from the Isle of Pines and beans 
from Mexico. 

Because of tariff duties, imported 
products cannot compete with those 
those raised by farmers of the 
South and Middle West, Hall points 
out, citing a duty of 3.9 cents a 
pound on green peas, which are 
sold to the consumer in St. Louis 
at 20 or 25 cents a pound and in 
New York at about 30 cents a 
pound. “As soon as spring peas be- 
gin coming in from Arkansas and 
Texas,” Hall said, “the Mexican 
shipments will stop.” 

As soon as a demand for fresh 
winter vegetables was recognized, 
the Customs Department here be- 
gan aggressively to encourage for- 
eign shipments, Hal Isaid. “We 
pointed out the efficiency and speed 
with which the products were ap- 
praised and released in St. Louis 
and the excellent facilities for 
packing fragile or perishable goods. 
We pointed out, too, that civic

“As the decline in general im- 
ports became apparent, for exam- 
ple of toys from Germany and cut- 
lery from England, we sought sub- 
stitutes and found that the clear- 
ance of winter fruits and vegeta- 
bles through the central port of St.

“About five years ago a few ship- 
ments of pineapples began to come 
in from the Isle of Pines. Then 
Mexican shipments began to in- 
crease and within the last two 
years the importation of winter 
produce has grown like’ wildfire, 
while general imports have _ de- 
clined because of the world-wide 
economic depression. 

“In the first two months of 1932, 
for example, 148 carloads of green 
peas were reecived here, as against 
five or six carloads in the corre- 
sponding period of 1931. Some of 
the increase, no doubt, was due to 
frosts in California and New Mex- 
ico, as there was some reduction in 
the shipments of tomatoes com- 
pared with those of last year. As 
the duty runs about $526 a carload 
Of peas, the 148 carloads brought a 
total in duty of about $78,000.” 

Miss Sophie McCord, customs ap- 
praiser, furnished figures showing 
that the value of all imports aver- 
aged about $11,000,000 from 1926 
to 1930, inclusive, but dropped to 
The relative 
amount of duties collected during 
these years, however, increased 
substantially, she said. 

Miss McCord’s ‘figures follow: 
1926, value of imports $12,769,484, 
duties collected $2,799,622; 1927, 
imports $11,415,050, duties $2,917,-

MOSCOW, March 3.—-8port in 
Communist Russia plays strictly a 
utilitarian role, and as such it is 
encouraged by the Government in 
all forms except those which, 
through roughness, might be inju- 
rious to workers. Stalin occasion- 
ally reviews a parade in Red 
Square of marchers carrying tennis 
racquets, oars or footballs. . 

One tendency, which has re- 
ceived governmental approval, has 
been to merge military training 
with games—footracing in gas 
masks, swimming in full military 
equipment, swinging rifles instead 
of Indian clubs. 

“We look upon sport,” says an 
official, “as a means of building up 
healthy bodies among our workers 
and training them in co-operative 
action and mass activity—essentials 
under our system. 

“Our idea is not to encourage in- 
dividual rivalry but rather team 
competition, or the matching of 
one factory or institution against 
another.” : 

As a result an American would 
be struck by the odd sight of event 
sians on a tennis court volleying 
the ball. back and forth for a couple 
of hours without actually playing. 
If he stays long enough he will see 
the lobbing ended as a player. re- 
marks: “Well, that was a fine game 
of tennis.’’ 

On the other hand, a trip through 
Russia will reveal that larger fac- 
tories have their own sporting 
fields and stadiums and that every 
factory has its sport section with 
teams and games. <A sports pro- 
gram is planned for every school 
and institution. 

Workers practice every day. 
Meets are held between factories 
until finally a champion team of 
the whole country is selected. This 
team plays a champion workers’ 
team from some other country, or 
participates in a Red spartakiade, 
somewhat like the Olympic games. 

Soviet athletes are not allowed to 
compete with athletes of other 
countries who are maintained by 
the Government or by capitalist or- 
ganizations. They compete only 
with workers. 

The favorite sports of the Rus- 
sians are soccer, track, tennis, 
swimming, volley ball, skating and 
skiing. In none have they devel- 
opel athletes of international fame, 
but the participants seem satis- 
fied. They say they are not after 
any records. 

Oddly enough, most Russian 
sports have been imported from 
capitalistic societies. There are few 
national games. One of the most 
popular is a form of nine pins in 
which a player throws a stick at a 
number of cylinders. 

The Russians work steadily at 
the business of exercise. In the 
summer the river, which winds past 
the Kremlin, is dotted with racing 
shells, scows and swimmers. Board- 
ed-off tanks near the shore are 
filled with divers and water poloists 
Playing a version of the game 
which forbids ducking because 
ducking is too rough. 

At the fields people wait in line 
for half an hour to check their 
street clothes, and another half 
hour to change from their track 
uniforms after exercises. 

The only example of commercial- 
ism in sport around Moscow is at 
the Hippodrome, where horse races 
are held as in other countries “‘to 
improve the breed."” A pari-mutuel 
betting system is in operation, a 
percentage of all bets going to the 
upkeep of the stables and various 
hospitals. The track is not espe- 
cially pepular.

IN PAVING CONTRAETS 


$4,000,000 IHinois Program 
Intended to Give Work to 
idle in Every Large Town. 


By the Agsociated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, ill., March 3.— 
;Chief Highway Engineer Frank T. 
Sheets today made public plans of 
the Highway Department for pav- 
ing and reconditioning of city 
‘streets forming parts of State 
routes. The program which will 
be started as soon as possible to 
provide work for idle men in al- 
most every large city of the State, 
involves the expenditure of more 
than $4,000,000. 

Mayors or street department 
heads of cities listed in the pro- 
gram have been informed of the 
State highway division's plans, and 
are extended an opportunity to par- 
ticipate in joint contracts for such 
sections of the street projects as 
the city authorities may decide to 
widen. 

Sheets’ proposals to the city of- 
ficials set forth that: “The law 
specifies that the width which the 
State improves must be used for | 
moving traffic and no parking can 
be permitted on this portion of the 
street. If the city desires to per- 
mit parking, additional width out- 
side the portion that the State is 
improving should be available, and 
if widening is necessary in order to 
permit parking a width of 8 feet 
for each parking lane is recom- 
mended. 

“Should the city desire to widen 
the work contemplated by the 
State, at the time the State is build- 
ing its portion, the State will pay 
for paving and grading of the 
width which it specifies and in ad- 
dition, will pay a pro-rata share, 
based on the proportionate width 
each is to pave, of curb and gutter 
removal, 

“However,” the letters continued, 
“if the city is not ready to proceed 
with its portion of the improve- 
ment, the State will pay only for 
the width specified in its tabula- 
tion.” 

Sheets explained that, in making 
surveys for the work the State will 
learry on alone in cities, highway 
‘and municipal ‘engineers will con- 
'fer regarding grades, subsurface 
conditions and related subjects, 
Proposed work in the southern 
‘area follows: Duquoin, .62 miles: 
‘Carlinville, .4 mile; Litchfield, .85 
mile: Hillsboro, one mile: Marion, 
'2.46 miles: West Frankfort, .05 
imile; East St. Louis, 3.25 miles.

FIXED AS THE SPEED OF LIGHT 


Simple Device Left by Dr. Michel- 
son Employs Tuning Fork and 
Oscillating Mirrors. 

By the Associated Press. 

PASADENA, Cal., March 3.—The 
speed of light is measured at 299.- 
772 kilometers a second, through 
a simplified device invented by Dr. 
Albert A. Michelson and bequeathed 
to science by the noted physicist on 
his deathbed last May. 

Dr. Sinclair Smith of Mount Witi- 
son Observatory, announcing the 
succ f experiments with the in- 
strument, termed the measurement 
more accurate than that of 299,796 
kilometers a second previously 
reached by costly apparatus and 
involved calculations. 

The new system employs a tun- 
ing fork and oscillating mirror. Dr. 
Smith said it obviates the need of 
a mile-long vacuum tube Dr. Mich- 
elson built near here in the last 
years of his long endeavor to estab- 
lish a true yardstick for space.

LEASE let an outsider speak a few 
words about your forceful, clear and 
logical editorials relative to the de- 
pression. Recently I had occasion to 
read a few of your issues here: in Con- 
necticut and, singularly enough, the 
clearness and fairness of your various 
articles struck me with full force. 
Being here in Yankeeland, one gets in- 
oculated with.smug, complacent and dry 
Republican editorials until, candidly, one 
wonders if there’s anything in the line 
of journalism different from the same 
old staid policies that these New England 
editors practice. Complacency and con- 
ceited smugness exist here to this extent. 
Here in. New London, Conn., in 1931, 
the Chamber of Commerce disapproved 
soup kitchens and the City Manager re- 
fused Federal aid, saying that everything 
Was rosy and prosperous here. At the 
same time, many hundreds of jobless 
men were tramping the streets destitute. 
This city paid no heed to the situation 
until 1932, when it attempted to raise.a 
relief fund by popular contribution.

DEATH FOR KIDNAPERS! 

The kidnaping of the Lindbergh baby has shocked 
the whole country—the whole world. As the son of 
his father, the child has been wrapped in the mantle 
of mankind’s affection. His birth was hailed with 
an acclamation no royal heir ever received. The 
possibility that criminal violence would dare invade 
that household was unthinkable. But criminality 
stalks the days and nights of life with an audacity 
unknown before, and this latest outrage makes us 
all realize that there is no security from assault— 
that society is challenged on every front, including 
the cradled sanctuary of the home. 

Kidnaping, to be sure, is an ancient crime; but 
until recently it has been of sporadic occurrence. In 
the argot of the times, it has developed into a 
“racket.” Within a short period we have had three 
kidnapings in St. Louis. Other cities have had sim- 
ilar experiences. In the last two years, according to 
the records, 2000 persons have been kidnaped for 
ransom in the United States. The sheer brutality of 
the crime, the helplessness of the victimized family 
agonizing over the dreadful uncertainty of the loved 
one’s. fate, the peril of invoking the law’s assistance 
or of co-operating with the police—it is all an ordeal 
dreadful beyond words. 
The prevalence of the crime leaves society no op- 
tion but to fight this terrorism with all the resources 
at its command. There is now a bill before Congress 
to make kidnaping a Federal crime. It is supported 
with persuasive arguments. It will facilitate police 
pursuit across state lines, remove jurisdictional ob- 
structions, enlist the agencies of the nation, the states 
and the communities and accelerate the processes of 
prosecution by opening the Federal courts for the 
trial of the accused. It may be helpful. We are 
constrained to think, however, that kidnaping is 
essentially an attack on the community, and we must 
look to the spirited resolution of the community to 
eradicate this unspeakably monstrous thing. If there 
is one crime on the calendar with which the law 
must deal quickly and finally, it is the crime of kid- 
naping. We cannot look too much to Uncle Sam to 
protect us from that against which we can, if we 
will, protect ourselves. 
Kidnaping for ransom is a capital crime, and the 
penalty should be capital punishment—not in theory, 
but in swift, avenging truth. 
That is the conviction to be proclaimed as the 
American people grieve and hope with Col. and Mrs. 


Lindbergh.

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OUTLAWING THE “YELLOW DOG” CONTRACT. 


It would be hard to overstate the victory which 
the American people have achieved in the Senate’s 
passage of the Norris bill to limit the use of the in- 
junction in labor disputes. The overwhelming ma- 
jority of 75 to 5 will bring rejoicing to everyone who 
believes in human rights. 

When Senator Norris took up the fight years ago, 
his was an unpopular cause. Indeed, it is only in 
this Congress that the Senate Judiciary Committee 
has been so constituted it would report favorably on 
the measure. The tide turned, it may be said, with 
the Senate’s rejection of the appointment to the Su- 
preme Court of Judge Parker, who placed himself in 
favor of a “yellow dog” contract in his approval 
of the notorious Red Jacket injunction. So emphatic 
has public opinion become on this subject that pas- 
sage of the Norris bill by the Senate was expected, 
although not by so large a majority. Even Sen- 
ator Watson, who almost without exception stands 
wedded to the status quo, failed to vote against 
adoption. Only a handful of New Englanders—Moses 
and Keyes of New Hampshire, Bingham of Con- 
necticut, Austin of Vermont and Hale of Maine— 
were outwardly so reactionary. 

Senator Norris’ bill proposes that the United States 
declare itself opposed to employment contracts which 
obligate the person employed not to become a member 
of a labor union. This the Government would do 
by making such contracts unenforceable in the Feder- 
al courts. In the opinion of Senator Borah, this is the 
most important provision in the bill. Furthermore, 
it would limit the grounds upon which injunctions 
against workers could be granted, requiring before 
the injunction’s issuance an open hearing at which 
it was proved that illegal acts had been committed 
and that the injunction seeker was without adequate 
remedy at law; that he was without adequate protec- 
tion and that he had made every reasonable effort 
to terminate the dispute. 

These provisions are so manifestly American in 
philosophy that it seems hard to believe that the gen- 
eral policy has been just the opposite. As Senator 
Johnson put it, “At. last we have seen the day when 
Congress has dared to legislate against a Federal in- 
junction outrageously invoked against labor.” 
Passage of the similar La ‘Guardia bill by the 
House, whose Judiciary Committee yesterday report- 
ed favorably, and approval by President Hoover 
should follow speedily. The autocratic bonds which 
have been used so ruthlessly to shackle labor should 
be done away with once and for all.

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AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


In a unanimous decision, written by Justice Rob- 
erts, the United States Supreme Court places a ban 
upon the widespread utility practice of trading in the 
family at the expense of the consumer... 

The Western Distributing Co. at Eldorado, Kan., 
buys natural gas at the city gate from its parent, the 
Cities Service Co. The State Public Service Com- 
mission of Kansas denied the Bldorado company a 
rate increase upon the score that since these two cor- 
porations are in practice one, it is not fair to make 
the people of Eldorado pay anything more than a fair 
earning upon the joint service. Of course, what the 
gas companies had in mind was a super-charge, such 
as is commonly imposed upon operating costs in the 
utility fiel@ by the trick of taking intermediate prof- 
its. It is a common practice for the utilities to do 
this. The Laclede Gas Light Co. does it in St. Louis, 
and so does the Union Electric Light & Power Co. 
They buy from and sell to themselves, and make the 
people pay for it. Laclede: has two such arrange 
ments which enter into the high cost of gas in St. 
Louis, and Union Electric employs the same device 
in bringing electricity into St. Louis from Keokuk 
and Cahokia. 

The Supreme Court decides that since thése trans- 
actions are, to use its own term, “all in the family,” 
it is not fair that they should be reflected in utility 
rates without complete justification. It has there- 
fore sustained the Kansas commission in refusing to 
sanction the increase in Eldorado, and in so doing 
it has availed St. Louis and every other community 
suffering from this injustice of the means to correct 
it. Justice Roberts said in his decistfon: 

Those in control of the situation have com- 
bined the interstate carriage of the commodity 
with its local distribution in what is in practical 
effect one organization. There is an absence of 
arm’s length bargaining between the two cor- 
porate entities involved, and of all the elements 
which ordinarily go to fix market value. The 
opportunity exists for one member of the com- 
bination to charge the other an unreasonable 
rate for the gas furnished and thus to make such 
unfair charge in part the basis of the retail rate. 
Bret Harte said that “for ways that are dark and

The same thing is true of the price of 
electricity in St. Louis. To devise intermediate prof- 
its between the utility here and the power plants at 
Keokuk and Cahokia, as Union Electric persistently 
does, is one of the things that make the cost of elec- 
tricity in St. Louis excessive. 

This is a part of what Prof. Felix Frankfurter 
characterizes “the maze in which utility rates are 
made.” It is a matter that desperately needs to be 
cleared up, and the United States Supreme Court has 
materially aided in that direction by this decision.

There would have been undoubted advan- 
tages in our membership in the League so 
far as concerted action in this crisis is con- 
cerned. The absence of full co-operation 
has undoubtedly tended to make the 
League’s action hesitant and our own some- 
what uncertain. But does the remedy lie 
in stalemating the application of what is a 
new, but nevertheless significant, experi- 
ment in international co-operation for the 
preservation of peace? ; 

Nor is the application of economic sanc- 
tions, as is being maintained by many. people 
of the same mind as Senator Borah, so al- 
together new an experiment in non-violent 
international action. International lawyers 
are unanimous in placing among the meth- 
ods of “compulsive settlement of state dif- 
ferences” the following: ‘“‘Non-intercourse 
and boycott, retorsion, reprisals, embargo, 
pacific blockade” (J. G. Wilson); ‘“‘with- 
drawal of diplomatic relations, retorsion, 
retaliation, reprisals, pacific blockade, em- 
bargo, non-intercourse” (C. C. Hyde); “‘re- 
torsion, reprisals, pacific blockade, interven- 
tion’”’ (Oppenheim): “retorsion, reprisals, 
pacific blockade, embargo” (Sehonter); “‘re- 
torsion, reprisals, embargo, pacific blockade, 
rupture of diplomatic relations’ (Fenwick). 


These methods are all considered to fall 
short of war; all were recognized prior to 
the great war as legitimate modes of self- 
help on occasions of serious disagreements 
with other countries; all except pacific 
blockade have been applied at one time or 
another by the United States. 

It appears clear that exactly the methods 
which would be applied in case the United 
States were to join in the application of eco- 
nomic sanctions have already been utilized 
On more than one occasion. 

But the matter goes deeper. Every im- 
portant international legal authority in this 
country—I think this is not too strong a 
statement—has come increasingly to recog- 
nize that the major. difficulty in building up 
peaceful procedures for the settlement of all 
disputes, and pacific pressure to stimulate 
recalcitrant states into their utilization, re- 
maing the traditional attitude of the United 
States toward neutral trading rights. 

The President has himself spoken of the 
need for “implementing” the Kellogg pact; 
at least four resolutions have been intro- 
duced prior to this Congress to confer on 
the executive the same authority, now en- 
joyed only with respect to Latin America 
and countries where the United States en- 
joys extraterritorial privileges, to place an 
embargo on mynitions for any country 
deemed an aggressor under the pact. *Since 
it is inconceivable that a state would be 
deemed an aggressor thereunder and not 
also under the Covenant of the League of 
Nations, these resolutions would, if passed, 
place this country in a position to exert its 
pressure on the side of keeping the peace 
in fact. 

The whole development of pacific settle- 
ment since the war rests upon the theory 


M AY I present some of the considerations 


that the community of states has a greater 
interest in the preservation of general peace 
than any small number can have in the irm- 
mediate settlement of outstanding issues. 
With this point of view certainly we have 
no quarrel; indeed, every President and 
Secretary of State since 1919 has announced 
his devotion to the same principle, and sev- 
eral have contributed to its furtherance.

Without a detailed discussion of the pros 
and cons of the present issues in the Sino- 
Japanese dispute, a definitive—and essen- 
tial—appraisal of their respective rights 
cannot be expected. But what is needed 
no less than that discussion, in the light of 
all the facts and before the bar of disinter- 
ested international public opinion and legal 
agencies, is the cessation of hostilities. 

That is a principle in which this country 
is as interested as any and for the accep- 
tance of which we should—and can—make 
positive efforts. The continuance of our 
insistence upon neutral trading rights simply 
negatives any possible attempt to apply joint 
pressure to states which refuse to put the 
principle into practice. To suggest, as Sen- 
ator Borah and others have, that this would 
give Japan a “justifiable” cause for a decla- 
ration of war is flying in the face of our 
own history and ignoring—or deliberately 
sabotaging — the whole post-war develop- 
ment of pacific settlement. 

The action of Japan appears to go beyond 
her rights under the Nine-Power Treaty. 
The United States note of Jan. 7 indicates 
clearly enough the correct position in this 
respect; are we not now in a position to 
enforce our protest more adequately by co- 


operative action? 


In closing, I cannot refrain from noting 
the growing volume of evidence that at 
least one important factor in the opposition 
to American co-operation in economic sanc- 
tions as stated so picturesquely by Senator 
Moses (‘There are too many American busi- 
ness men who take the somewhat sordid 
view, ‘Let ‘em fight and we'll sell them 
goods’ ”) seems to be the prospective profits 
from trade in war materials. We need not 
be blind to the powerful pressure brought 
to bear upon Government officials in all 
countries by the industrial and financial in- 
terests concerned. 

But are we to continue impotent? Is the 
experience of 1914-18—to say nothing of the 
present depression and its causes—to go for 
nothing? Are we ready as a nation to 
accept responsibility for a policy of hesita- 
tion to co-operate for world peace while— 
one might almost be tempted to say in order 
that—war industries may reap the profits 
from this tragic situation? 

Finally, once the principle noted above 
has been established, we siHould be the first 
to attempt a realistic solution of the very 
real difficulties, economic and social, with 
which Japan is faced. Adjustments in the 
Far East must be made; if we do not tol- 
erate their solution by-force we must be 
quick to establish a more permanent 
equilibrium.

EPRESENTATIVE PATMAN of Texas 
a is preparing a bill for the issue of 
$2,200,000,000 in United States notes 
with which to pay off the remainder of 
the -veterans’ bonus certificates. About 
$1,400,000,000 already has been advanced 
on loans. 

Mr. Patman says his measure has the 
support of representatives of the American 
Legion, Veterans of Foreign Wars and Dis- 
abled Veterans of the World War, and wi! 
be enacted by an overwhelming ma)ori 
over the President's veto. 

We doubt it. That it has the approval 
of members of the Legion and other vet- 
erans’ organizations we do not doubt. But 
there are men who 
Government hand-out to themselves. The 
men who support Patman’s measure do not. 
represent self-respecting veterans or vetl- 
erans who have the intelligence to realize 
what the result of such a measure would 
be upon the nation. The measure will not 
pass unless Congress goes loco, but if it 's 
seriously pressed and not repudiated by re- 
sponsible veteran organizations, by the I 
gion especially, it will react against all vel- 
erans’ measures. 

Veterans have been most loyally treated 
by the American people, who have been glad 
to show their gratitude substantially. Loans 
to the extent of nearly a billion and a half 
dollars. Special hospitals have been estab- 
lished for the care of thos@disabled. The 
amount spent last year alone for war service 
and relief was one-ninth of the entire sum 
expended by the Government for these pur- 
poses since the beginning of relief in 179°, 
140 years. 

As for the veterans of the late war, on! 
about 300,000 were in active service at t"® 
front. Less than 2,000,000 were sent out 
of the country.

less a new source of financing is 
found, according to Dr. E. V. Cow- 
dry, professor of cytology. He made 
the statement in an address to 
members of the Wednesday Club 
yesterday. 
* For several years the university 
has received $10,000 annually from 
the $275,006 fund donated by Jere- 
miah Milbank of New York. This 
fund, which Washington University 
shared with Harvard, Columbia, 
Chicago and New York universities, 
is now exhausted. 

The cause of the infantile paraly- 


sis was still to be determined, Dr. 
Cowdry said, and methods of ding- 
nosis and treatment must be im- 
proved. ‘‘We need more informa- 
tion as to the nature of the agent, 
which we call a virus, that causes 
infantile paralysis,’’ he said. “We 
do not even know whether it is a 
living microbe or a very poisonous 
inanimate emical substance.” 


The mast urgent need, however, 
Dr. Cowdry said, was to minimize 
the ravages of the disease by con- 
centrating on questions which can 
be answered by present methods. 
He cited the importance of positive 
diagnosis in early stages and the 
simplification of the method of dis- 
tinguishing between immune and 
susceptible children. 

Monkeys are the only animals 
known to be susceptible to the dis- 
ease, and contract it if a small 
amount of brain tissue from a child 
who has died of infantile paralysis 
is injected, Dr. Cowdry says. The 
symptoms in monkeys so closely 
follow those of children that fur- 
ther experiments with monkeys are 
likely to yield results of great im- 
portance. 

“There is no disease which is 
such a terror to parents as infan- 
| tile paralysis,”” Dr. Cowdry said. “It 
is no respecter of persons, no bar- 
riers can be erected against it and 
despite most careful treatment 
death or disfiguring paralysis may 
result.” The disease was practical- 
ly unknown in tropical countries,

His best year was 1931 when 
he scored 13 victories in 15 
fights, losing once to Vernon 
Cormier, Whom he later knocked 
out, and fighting a 10-round no 
decision battle with Midget Mike 
O’Dowd whom he later kayoed. 
Nine of his victories were scored 
through knockouts, and among 
his victims were Eddie Anderson, 
Steve Smith and Jimmy Watts, in 
addition to O’Dowd.

NEW YORK, March 
Borotra, young as a business man 
but old as a tennis player, has an- 
nounced sadly that the two do not 
mix and that never again would he 
take the ‘court at Roland Garros 
Stadium as a singles player in de- 
fense of the Davis Cup. 

Arriving on the Ile de France 
with Christian Boussus and An- 
toine Gentien, fellow French play- 
ers ,to defend his American indoor 
singles title, Borotra announced his 
retirement from active play where 
more than his own reputation was 
at stake. 

Too Busy to Train. 

“Tl love to play,” he tolf@ the As- 
sociated Press, “and shall continue 
to do so, but for myself only. For 
myself I do not care. When I 
lose it is only me. But when it 
is your country—no, I must step 
aside. I am too busy to train prop- 
erly. 

“Doubles I may play. That is not 
so strenuous, nor does it depend 
on one man alone. I shall be ready 
if France ‘needs me next summer 
to play doubles.” 

The great Frenchman, one of 
the most colorful of all internation- 
al players, four times indoor cham- 
pion of America, twice Wimble- 
don singles titlist, many times 
champion of his own country in- 
doors and once outdoors, is 34 
years old, a veteran of the World 
War and possessor of a fortune he 
has made himself in the last 14 
years. 

He has been a member of 
French Davis cup teams since 1922 
and was a member of the team 
which won the cup from the Unit- 
ed States in 1927 although he him- 
self had no part in the _ victory, 
playing only in the doubles which 
France lost. 

Asked what he considered 
France’s chances to defend the cup 
this year Borotra said it all de- 
pended on Henri Cochet. 

Depends on Cochet. 

“He must win three matches,” 
Borotra said. “I know of no young 
player of ours who would be fa- 
vored to defeat either the English 
or American singles players.” 

Borotra believes Rene Lacoste, 
who has been out of active com- 
petition for some years with a. 
lung ailment, may be able to play 
this year. He is not overly hope- 
ful, however, and thinks his place 
may be taken by one of the play- 
ers who came to New York with 
him. 

The three Frenchmen will play 
in the Nationals, with Borotra and 
Boussus again pairing in defense 
of their doubles title, and then will 
engage an American team in an 
international series played along 
Davis cup lines. Borotra and Bous- 
sus won the series last year, three 
matches to two. 

The American team has not been 
selected. 

The Nationals begin Saturday 
with the international series to be 
played March 21, 22 and 23.

— The 
State Geological Survey has com- 
pleted an investigation of the ef- 
fects of water flooding on oil pro- 
duction from the McClosky sand in 
Township, Lawrence 


Dennison 
County. 
A flood of natural salt water, un- 
der pressure, has dvanced out- 
ward from a central area through 
the producing sand and by forcing 


oil ahead of it has permitted” aD 


unusually high recovery of oil. 
Large amounts of water are 
pumped ‘with the oil during the 
last stages of the productive life 
of the wells. 

The release of natural perssure 
in oil sands following drilling oper- 
ations, due to escape of gas and 
fluids, eventually makes repressur- 
ing necessary for profitable produc- 
tion. Increased recovery has been 
secured in many oil fields by the 


artificial introduction of water, gas 
or air under perssure, into the pro- 
ducing sand. 

The Southeastern IHinois fields 
have been producing oil for more 
than 20 years at a gradually de- 
clining rate, At present their av- 
erage daily production is less than 
one barrel per well. 

It is now necessary to decide 
what type of artificial repressur- 
ing should be used. The study of 
this instance of accidental water 
flooding indicates that under fa- 


“vorable geologic conditions water 


flooding may be an effective meth- 
od of recovering oil.

474 Mishaps Resulted in Injury of 
525 Persons; 184 Hurt 
on Highways.

Fifty persons lost their lives as the 
result of automobile accidents in 
Missouri during January, the State 
Highway Department announced in 
@ survey yesterday. Nineteen per- 
sons were killed outright and 31 
died later. The report lists 474 acci. 
dents, resulting in injuries to 525 


persons. 


One hundred and eighty-four 
were injured on the highways, 13 
were killed; 14 pedestrians were hit 
on highways and five were killed 
on State roads.
